Resolved,  that  at  this,  the  first  meeting  of  the  Ckss  of  '89  since  the  death  of 
our  friend  and  classmate,  FrankUn  Eddy  Parker,  we  place  on  record  a 
brief  expression  of  our  sense  of  personal  bereavement  in  the  los.s  of  one  so  well 
and  widely  known  throughout  the  Class  and  of  our  appreciation  of  his  un- 
swerving loyalty  to  the  Class  and  his  warm-hearted  friendliness  towards  its 
mt'ml)ers,  and  of  his  manly  qualities,  liis  upright  hfe,  his  ever  cheery  spirit. 

Coming  to  Harvard  from  the  Boston  Latin  School,  Frank  Parkers  person- 
ality immediately  made  itself  felt.  He  wa.s  elected  Secretary  of  the  Class  in 
Tresliman  Year  and  held  that  post,  in  combination  with  that  of  Treasurer, 
throughout  the  three  remaining  years  of  his  college  career.  He  rowed  on  the 
Cla.ss  Crew  and  for  three  years  was  its  Captain.  In  Sophomore  Year  he  was 
sui).stitut-e  on  the  Univensity  Crew.  In  Senior  Year  he  was  electetl  (^hairman 
of  the  Cla.ss  Committee,  a  position  which  he  held  to  the  day  of  his  death.  All
